0.2 PCT. LIVING COST 
RISE IN A MONTH TO 
NOV. 15 TIES RECORD 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 13 (OP)— 
The cost of living as measured by 
the Government crept up two- 
tenths of a point last month to 
equal the record high reached last 


August. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
announting its indéx as of Nov. 
15, said today that higher home 
rents were mainly responsible for 
the increase. 

The slight rise was not enough 
to prevent rail workers from tak- 
ing a one-cent cut in their hourly 
wages. The wages of about 1,- 
250,000 railroad workers are tied 
by union contracts to the index. 
They received two cents an hour 
increase iz the last adjustment. 

The new consumer’s price in- 
dex, measuring Nov. 15. prices of 
food, clothing, rent, medical care, 
entertainment and a host of other 
things, stood at 191.1 per cent 
of the 1935-1939 base period. 

The “old series” index, used by 
most labor unions whose wage 
contracts contain escalator 
clauses, stood at 191.6. This was 
one-tenth of a point over the 
figure reported last month. 

The bureau also reported that 
average wholesale prices fell 
three-tenths of 1 per cent in the 
week ended Dec, 16, led by a 
decline in farm products and 
foods, This put the new whole- 
sale price index at 109,3 per cent 
of 1947-49 prices.

He hinted he had told the min- 
isters what the consequences 
might be if they failed to provide 
the military with sufficient man-

“Our job,” he told the .gradu- 
ates, “is to point out to our 
civilian superiors what we think 
will be the military consequences.” 

Ridgway blamed the “slowdown 
in action” on wishful thinking, 
the hope that “we are no longer 
open to attack and we don’t need

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP) 
—The Veterans Administration 
announced today a reduction in 
premium rates charged for total 
disability income riders on its 
five-year term National Service 
Life Insurance policies. 

An official told a reporter some 
45,000 to 50,000 veterans who had 
or have the riders will get re- 
fund checks which will total 
about 144 to two million dollars. 

Under the riders, monthly in- 
come of $5 per $1000 of insur-| 
ance is provided veterans who 
become totally disabled for six

United States District Judge 
James R. Kirkland, before whom 
Lattimore was arraigned, said the 
trial of the Far Eastern specialist 
probably will begin sometime in 
early March. He gave Lattimore 
until Feb. 16 to file motions at- 
tacking the indictment returned 
Tuesday by a grand ury, charging 
he lied when he denied to Sen- 
ators he had been a Communist 
sympathizer or promoter of Com- 
munist interests.

After the House group’s meet- 
ing with the General, Halleck 
told reporters the Truman Admin- 
istration “has just about destroyed 
the whole program of stabiliza- 
tion.” 

Agreeing, Martin said the out- 
going Democrats have the pro- 
gram “on the ground gasping for 
breath.” 


The situation was underscored, 
Halleck said, by Truman’s ap- 
proval of the $1.90 wage increase 
for coal miners. That action re- 
sulted in the protest resignation 
of industry members of the Wage 
Stabilization Board. 


No Decision Reached. 


Martin said he and his House 
colleagues discussed in a general 
way with Eisenhower what to do. 
about wage-price controls, but 
reached no decision. 

Eisenhower aids said the matter 
is being given much study be- 
cause of the economic conse- 
quences. 

With defense spending certain 
to remain high, the new Adminis- 
tration ig taking a cautious ap- 
proach to the idea of letting wage- 
price control authority expire.

Possibility of Tax Cut. 


He said he was not precluding 
the possibility of a tax reduction, 
too, but he added that the first 
business at hand was to reduce 
spending. 

“We hope it might be possible 
to make a tax reduction after we 
get through cutting the cost of 
government,” Martin declared. 
He said the federal budget Tru- 
man presents to Congress just 
before Eisenhower is inaugurated 
next month will be “the last gasp 
of an Administration going out,” 
and “not really a Republican 
budget” for the fiscal year start- 
ting July 1. 
' Martin added that if the Tru- 
man budget is ‘an honest budget 
—not a political budget,” the Re- 
publicans will be able to cut it 
substantially. He said he meant 
by “an honest budget” one in line 
with previous Truman budgets, 
which Republicans generally have 
regarded as excessive, and not 
one whittled unrealistically to 
make Republican cuts difficult 
and some increases necessary.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP). 


RESIDENT TRUMAN defended the foreign policies of his seven 

years in the White House today and declared they have pro- 

duced “a situation in which it should be clear to the Soviet lead- 
ers that they cannot gain their objectives by the use of force.” 


“We have demonstrated to the 
Communists that their expansion- 
‘ist efforts will be cheeked,” the 
President said. 
| “They know this nation is be- 
coming strong. They know the 
strength and unity of the free 
nations is mounting. They can 
gain nothing from war but ca- 
tastrophe.” 

Truman conceded there have 
been some mistakes in his Ad- 
ministration and a few failures 
in international relations, but he 
said those who criticize. such 
losses as the fall of China to the 
Reds rarely look at the whole 
balance sheet. 

This appraisal of foreign ac- 
complishments since 1945 was in 
a speech prepared for ceremonies 
at the National War College, 
training school for armed serv- 
ices staff officers. No advance 
announcement of the talk was 
made, and reporters were told 
they could not attend, but the 
White House gave out a text. 

Text of Address. 
Following is the prepared tezt: 

You men are engaged in one of 
the most important studies that 
Americans can engage in today. 
You are studying our national 
policy in its broadest sense. Our 
national policy is not simply our 
foreign policy or our military 
policy or our domestic policy. It is 
a combination of all three. The in- 
ternal domestic policies which a 
nation follows are the foundations 
of its foreign policy and its mili- 
tary policy. What we can do and 
ought to do aboard depends upon 
the kind of nation we are at home. 

We are, above all else, a peace- 
ful nation, and what we want 
most in the world is peace, a just 
and lasting peace, that will re- 
lease the constructive and crea- 
tive energies of mankind, and in- 
crease the happiness of men and 
women everywhere. 

Our national policy, the poli- 
cy you are studying, in all its 
aspects, is simply a policy de- 
signed to reach that objective. 
It is a policy for peace. 

You who are privileged to study 
here have an opportunity that is 
available nowhere else in our 
country. You are given facts that 
cannot be generally publicized. 
You can look at the preblems con- 
fronting the United States in the 
world today clearly, steadily and 
as a whole. I am sure you ap- 
preciate this opportunity and un- 
derstand how important this back- 
ground will be in the positions of 
high responsibility you will oc- 
cupy when you leave here. 

I want to talk to you today 
about this policy for peace and 
what our country has been doing 
to put it into effect since the end 
of World War II. There has never 
been a greater need than there is 
now to think about these matters 
clearly and comprehensively. We 
must try to do this with detach- 
ment and without partisan bias. 
The situation of the world is such 
that anything less than our clear- 
est and wisest judgment may be 
disastrous to our future. 

If we look back over what we 
have done since the end of World 
War II, I think we can say that 
we have been successful\in laying 
the foundations for a structure of 
peace. Things which were merely 
principles in 1945, and only blue- 

rints in 1947 and 1948, have now 
wtomati established realities— 
growing and living institutions. 

We have done a great deal 
and we have done it very rap- 
idiy in the past seven years. 
Some of our policies have been 
successful and some have not, 
but, by and large, it can be said 
that we have created the basic 
framework that is necessary to 
resist aggression and te uphold 
the principles of the United 
Nations. Whether that struc- 
ture will succeed depends upon 
a number of factors, including 
the degree to which we give it 
material support. But the prog- 
ress we have already made 
| gives us confidence that we can 
| succeed.

I said that we needed 
these things in order to enforce 
the terms of the peace, to fulfill 
the military obligations which we 
were undertaking as a member of 
the United Nations, and to pro- 
tect the United States and the 
Western Hemisphere. 

To many people these state- 
ments sounded like strange talk 
in 1945. In those days few of us 


out the world in the chaotic aft- 
ermath of the war. 

This ‘threat was global. It was 
sustained and persistent. It in- 
cluded political subversion, eco- 
nomic strategems, and military 
and diplomatic pressure. It was 
aimed at all free nations, wher- 
ever weakness might appear, and 
most particularly at the nations 
in Europe and Asia bordering on 
the territory dominated by the 
Soviet Union. 

To meet this threat we had to 
devise new plans and programs. 

We had to develop measures 
that-were new, that went beyond 
many of our traditions and ex- 
periences. I think that we have 
met this problem, and on the 
whole we have met it successfully. 
The American people did devel- 
op new measures to meet this 
postwar threat to freedom. These 
measures have by now become so 
familiar to us that many of us 
tend to forget what they are de- 
signed to do. 

Our first objective is to pre- 
serve peace in the world. Our 
determination to do that was 
very clearly stated, I think, in 
the same speech I made in Oc- 
tober 1945 setting forth the 
principles that were to guide us 
in international affairs. I said 
then that we do not seek for’ 
ourselves one inch of territory 
in any place in-the world, but 
that we are prepared to use our 
military strength to fulfill our 
obligations as a member of the 
United Nations. Along with this, 
I stressed our conviction that 


it is essential that there be no 
territorial changes which are 
not in accord with the freely ex- 
pressed wishes of the people 
concerned, and that no govern- 
ment be imposed on any nation 
by the force of any foreign 
power. 

That was said in 1945. We rec- 
ognized at that time that there 
were limitations on what this 
country could do to make that 
declaration effective. We knew we 
could not prevent subversion or 
conquest everywhere in the world. 
But we engaged ourselves to stand 
firmly behind the United Nations 
and to use our resources to make 
freedom secure for ourselves and 


‘for others. 


Our first problem was to help 
the free nations strengthen them- 
selves as rapidly as possible. The 
war and its aftermath had seri- 
ously weakened them. Destruction, 
economic chaos, hunger, political 
turmoil, all appeared to open the 
way for Communist subversion. 
The human misery and confusion 
in Europe and Asia aroused Com- 
munist expectations of easy op- 
portunities for expansion. The 
free nations had to have new in- 
ternal strength before they could 
resist Communist pressure. 


In 1947 we moved first to help 
the people of Greece. Their na- 
tional independence was threat- 
ened by foreign intrigue, guer- 
riila warfare and military pres- 
sure. We gave them military and 
economic aid. 


Greece did not lose. its inde- 
pendence. The elements that were 
trying to destroy that independ- 
ence were defeated. The Greek 
people recovered, to stand beside 
the people of Turkey in defense 
of freedom and stability in the 
area of the eastern Mediterra- 
nean. 


Next, we moved to bolster the 
internal strength of the nations of 
western Europe. 
efforts alone they were unable to 
recover from the terrible eco- 


Communist imperialism, using 
political weapons, was moving 
rapidly to take over their govern- 
ments. We set out to give these 
peoples economic assistance, and 
a sense of hope and confidence in 
the future. 

Moving ahead another step in 
our program to keep the peace, 
we signed the North Atlantic 
Treaty in 1949. This joined the 
free nations of the Atlantic area 
in a pact which was something 
much more than a traditional mil- 
itary alliance. It was, instead, a 
permanent partnership in the task 
of maintaining and assuring the 
peace. It brought the countries 
of western Europe into closer 
economic and military unity. 


These measures have, up to 
now, been successful. Never 
has the United States made a 
better investment in security. 

The peoples of western Europe 
did not succumb to panic and 
despair; they did not yield their 
freedom to internal subversion or 
to outside intimidation. The peo-

OW that Eisenhower is back,

Korean talks. Actually the 
talks consisted of a series of bull 
sessions at which military strategy 
was hashed over far into the 
night. , 

Gen. James Van Fleet was a 
West Point classmate of Eisen- 
hower. Gen. Mark Clark served 
under him in North Africa. Gen. 
Omar Bradley was also a class- 
mate. They all sat around in the 
evenings, mulling over Korean 
problems and alternatives. 

The sessions sometimes lasted 
until after midnight, which was 
one reason activity during the 
daytime was restricted. Eisen- 
‘hower told the military chiefs 
when he arrived that he was com- 
pletely exhausted, had had no 
real rest for six months, that the 
so-called vacation at Augusta, 
Ga., was a bust. That was the 
chief reason, incidentally, for the 
slow trip home by cruiser and 
the stopover in Hawaii. 

Some of the things ‘that can 
be told about the general's bull 
sessions, without involving secur- 
ity, follow: 


1. Van Fleet assured him 
that U.N. forces were strong 
enough defensively te hold the 
Chinese armies no matter what 
force they threw against us. 

2. Clark offered three alter- 
natives: (a) Continue to pound 
the enemy within the present 
confines of the war, trying to 
chew up enemy forces and dis- 
courage them, but not advance; 
(b) Go into Manchuria by air 
and destroy supply bases there; 
(c) Go into Manchuria by air 
and simultaneously advance to 
the border of Manchuria by 
land. 

Clark warned that he could 
give no assurance the Chinese 
would not continue the war from 
Manchuria once we got up to the 
border. 

Eisenhower made no definite 
commitment on what course to 
follow. 

Note: Gen. Clark suggested that 
Eisenhower leave Korea after be- 
ing there only two days. He 
feared a bombing attack by enemy 
planes. Ike said no, that he would 
stay three days.

Bricker’s argument is that the 
field of human freedoms and so- 
cial rights is an internal matter 
which should be governed only 
by domestic law—by the Consti- 
tution itself, and by state and 
federal laws passed under the 
Constitution. 

U.N. Treaties Pending. 

Although he concedes that no 
treaties signed so far have regu- 
lated domestic rights of Ameri- 
cans, he insists that treaties now 
pending before the United Na- 
tions—if finally ratified by the 
United States—would _ restrict 
freedom of the press, freedom 
of speech, trial by jury and other 
rights guaranteed in the Ameri- 
can Constitution. ® 


Bricker says he fears there {is 
a strong “new fashion in inter- 
national law,” departing from his 
concept that the Founding Fathers 
intended treaties to deal only 
with relations between nations, 
and not with domestic affairs. 

If his interpretation is right— 
if some day a treaty did conflict 
with rights. guaranteed by the 
United States Constitution — 
which would be the supreme law? 

Bricker insists the Constitution 
itself isn’t clear on this point. 
Legal experts differ on it. So 
the Ohio Senator wants to write 
into the Constitution a clear-cut 
statement that the domestic rights 
and freedoms of United States 
citizens are governed only by 
United States laws and cannot 
be regulated or limited or defined 
in any way by international 
agreements.

doms and social and economic rights.

1, The proposal would erect a 
barrier of undue delay and re- 
striction in international co- 
operation and the conduct of 
foreign affairs by the United 
States. 

2. The amendment is not 
necessary, because if a treaty 
ever conflicted with the Con- 
‘stitution the Supreme Court 
would hold the Constitution is 
supreme and that section of the 
treaty would be invalidated. 

The survey of incoming Con- 
gressmen showed overwhelming 


| sentiment in favor of the princi- 


ple of the Bricker proposal, but 
some doubt about the language 
and just how far it should go in 
restricting treaty-making powers. 

Bricker is rewriting his pro- 
posed amendment and promises

In the survey, Senators and 
Representatives were asked, “Do 
you believe the Constitution 
should be amended along the 
lines of the Bricker resolution to 
specify that treaties may never 
take precedence over rights and 
guarantees in the Constitution?” 

Ninety-seven House . members 
definitely replied yes, and 41 
were inclined favorably—a total 
of 138. Only five said no and 
10 others were inclined toward 
opposition, a total of 15—10 Dem- 
ocrats and five Republicans.

must be developed by debate, trial and error. 


Health is not like, say, transportation. One, 


man may ride in a Cadillac and another may 
drive a Ford; one man may fide in a- bus and 
another may have to walk. It is a matter of the 
individual doing the best he can for himself. 
But when it comes te medical care, there must 
be a way of enabling every citizen tb obtain 
what he needs regardless of his means. 

Yet the President’s commission, like earlier 
investigating groups, has come to the con¢lusion 
that all of the people of the United States simply 
do not get all the medical care they need. This 
for two reasons, first, some cannot pay the bill 
and, second, the nation does not have as many 
doctors, nurses and hospitals as it needs. 

The commission therefore makes two basic 
recommendations: a federally subsidized system 
of health insurance, and federal grants to pro- 
vide more training facilities, research centers, 
clinics, local public health services and the like. 

In general, these suggestions are not very dif- 
ferent from those made in the past—even in the 
Ewing Report which drew such hegvy fire. But 
there is one big difference: The Ewing Report 
urged a system of compulsory health insurance. 


The commission urges a voluntary system. It — 


proposes a secondary role for the Government. 

It would leave the individual states free to 
set up insurance programs. There would be no 
compulsion, Only discrimination would be for- 
bidden and minimum standards prescribed as 
conditions for federal aid. These state plans 
might be extensions of existing private health 
insurance setups, or they might be public or 
quasi-public arrangements. No doubt, the com- 
mission was purposefully non-specific to avoid 
any hint of “federal dictation.” 

There is likely to be less questioning about its 
plans for enlarging medical schools, hospitals 


- and other health-serving institutions. In this 


area, the commission accepted an established 
pattern. It recommends federal grants to sup- 
plement state appropriations, private gifts and 
fees. The question is not “How?” but “How 
much?” This is not likely to raise deep-seated 
objections.

It is to be hoped, in any event, that the or- 
ganized doctors will not automatically ery: “So- 
cialized medicine!” As Dr. Evarts A. Graham, 
distinguished St. Louis surgeon and a member 
of the commission, says, these proposals leave 
physictan and patient free. Raising false issues 
will help nobody. As in the past, we see two 
basic questions: 

1. How can people be enabled to pay the 
high cost of medical care? Thig is a matter 
vf insurance, of spreading the burden. It 
should not affect medical ctice, especial- 
ly not the free relati p of doctor and 


patient. 

2. How can the nation get all the doctors 
largely a financial matter with no direct 
bearing on the freedom of medical practice. 


Neither problem calls for a crusade against 
doctors. But both eall for the co-operation of 
doctors. Dr. Magnuson, Dr. Graham and the 
other medical men who served on the Presi- 
dent’s commission have sought to provide medi- 
cal leadership in the solution of these problems. 

Their report is vast in scope. Its details are 
many. But its fundamental assumption as to the 
importance of health—and the insurance prin- 
ciple as the best device for meeting the cost 
of preserving it—commends itself to reason. We 
hope that all concerned, lay and professional, 
will bring reason to its study. —

Gap on the Drawing Boards 

The City Plan Commission has now approved, 
with some changes, the complete route proposed 
by state and federal authorities for the Daniel 
Boone expressway within the city limits. Be- 
tween the city limits and the Brentwood termi- 
nus of Highway 40, however, the expressway 
plan contains a large and imposing hiatus. 

Owing to local opposition in Clayton and Uni- 
versity City, county authorities have disapproved 
that portion of the Daniel Boone route which 
would connect with the portion now approved 
by city authorities. Several alternatives have 
been suggested for the county, and none of them 
would connect with the city’s planners route. 

Where does that leave the Daniel Boone ex- 
pressway? Obviously, this particular proposal 
for refieving metropolitan traffic congestion 
with a six-lane through trafficway so far has no 
solid status even on the drawing boards. In 
theory the state and federal governments are 
ready to put up most of the money for this 
badly-needed development, but in fact the proj- 
ect remains on dead center and the money may 
very well go elsewhere. 

Something more than an agreed county route 
is missing from this picture. What is missing 
is a strong and resourceful initiative by some- 
body, in city or in county, to reconcile the con- 
flicting views of the two sets of authorities. So 
long as the wheels of official action in the city 
keep turning in one direction, and those of the 
county in another, we shall be getting nowhere 
very slowly. 

Who will take the lead? Who will speak for 
the metropolitan area as a whole? 

Who will make it his duty to seek agreement 
on an expressway route before the opportunity 
for state and federal aid is lost?

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Speculating With Gerald Heard 


Gerald Heard’s theories about the flying 
saucers are, like everything else about the un- 
common Heard, arresting and provocative. Let 
us suppose for a moment that these phenomena 
really are visitors of far superior scientific at- 
tainments who have our atomic energy devel- 
opments under observation. The supposition 
was found at least fascinating by the public 
audience which listened to the visiting English 
philosopher and historian at the Graham Memo- 
rial Chapel of Washington University Wednes- 
day evenifg, and earlier by the Men’s Faculty 
Club of the university. 

There have been no signs of unfriendly intent, 
says Mr. Heard, who looked into the matter 
carefully before he wrote the book “Is Another 
World Watching?” That, on the Earth of 1952, 
is a fact worth remarking. In view of their 
superior scientific development they could pre- 
sumably wreak great damage if they chose. 

Are they, then, capable of making the atomic 
bomb, and at the same time capable of so dis- 
ciplining themselves.as not to use it for destruc- 
tion? Have they far surpassed us in mastering 
the mysteries of short-wave radiation, and still 
farther surpassed us in putting it exclusively to 
constructive purposes? 

If so, these Heardlings whom our distin- 
guished terrestrial visitor asks us to imagine 
would not be the sort to avoid meeting in a 
dark alley, or on a well-lit street either. They 
might advance us of Earth a thousand years in 
knowledge, and make a whole new world for 
us in the civilized use of the power that comes 


of knowing.

The Gander Accepts the Sauce 

Representative Ben Jensen of Iowa indicates 
that as far as he is concerned there will be no 
relaxation of the congressional effort to trim 
federal payrolls. 

Mr. Jensen was the author of a rider, attached 
to most appropriation bills, embodying the same 
principle which Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois 
repeatedly sponsored in the Senate. The rider 
permits agency heads to fill only one out of each 
four vacancies that.occur in the normal process 
of government operations, 

When it can be shown that federal agencies 
are over-staffed—and this has been shown to the 


ocrats out, will the Republicans prove as en- 
thusiastic about payroll cutting as they were 
when a Democratic administration was doing 
the hiring? Mr. Jensen, for one, concedes that 
hig rider might make a few less jobs to be filled 
by incoming Republicans, but he still believes 
there are too many people on the payroll. He 
adds that if his plan was fair when Democrats 
were in power it will be fair for the G.O.P. 
Amen—and may his party back him up. 
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Senator Langer’s New Importance 

The rule of seniority, which so oftem plagued 
the Democratic program, will now get in its 
licks on the Republicans. The new importance 
of Senator William Langer is a case in point. 
North Dakota’s senior Senator began his service 
in 1941. That makes him sixth in seniority 
among the Republican members, ranking only 
after Senators Bridges of New Hampshire, Taft 
of Ohio, Tobey of New Hampshire, Wiley of 
Wisconsin and Butler of Nebraska. 

Because of his high seniority, the unpredict- 
able North Dakotan—he rode on President Tru- 
man’s campaign train in Septernber—is in a 
position to préss some important committee 
claims. He will ask for, and doubtless get, one 
of the three new Republican seats on the For- 
eign Relations Committeé.. (The Republicans 
will get one more seat because they hold the 
majority in the Senate; two vacancies exist on 
their side of the committee because of the de- 
feat of Senators Brewster of Maine and Lodge 
of Massachusetts.) 3 

Senator Langer surely would not be the Eisen- 
hower Administration’s first choice—or its sec- 
ond or third or fourth—for the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. He was one of 13 Senators 
who voted against ratifying the Atlantic pact. 
He was one of two who Voted against the U.N. 
charter. In fact, his voting record on foreign 
affairs is much like that of Senator Kem of 
Missouri, who was defeated last month. 

The further prospect is that Senator Langer 
will become chairman of the important Judiciary 
Committee, now headed by McCarran of Nevada. 
Here Langér is second ranking Republican and 
will be first ranking when Senator Wiley be- 
comes Foreign Relations chairman. 

Seniority being what it is, it seems most 
unlikely that Senator Langer will be turned 
back on either committee. The Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration will have to take him as he-is and 
make the most of it. 
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Land for the Filipinos 


The United States has given the Philippines 
another outspoken economic report which, the 
United Press says, demands widespread land 
reforms. It is known as the Hardie report and 
was prepared for the Mutual Security Agency. 

Under such auspices the reform proposal can 
hardly be considered radical, nor is it imprac 
tical, The Philippines are an agricultural hot- 
house which, unlike some eroded and overpopu- 
lated nations, have sufficient land to distribute 
among farmers—if the Government has the will. 

Unfortunately, however, the Philippines Ad- 
ministration has promised more than it has ac- 
complished, and President Quirino is said to 
oppose the Hardie report. The big landowners 
have long possessed considerable political power. 

The situation recalls Filipino opposition to the 


« Bell report of 1950. This report proposed a min- 
* imum wage law, better tax measures and other 


reforms as a basis for American economic aid. 
And it was finally accepted. 

Earlier this year American officials said these 
reforms had helped the Philippines Army to 
confine the threat of Communistled Hukbalahap 
rebels on Luzon. But they conceded that the 
land tenancy problem remained a serious prob- 
lem. The Hardie report now tells how serious: 


The (present) land tenure system 
vents industrial growth and develop- 


ment of stable and democratic 
threatens the very existence of the Philip- 
pines and bodes evil for the United States. 


Manila should appreciate the warning, for 
the Hukbalahaps are not far away in Central 
Luzon. They have not been suppressed. Their 
real strength is not arms but the age-old de- 
mand for land. And all the recent revolutions 
of Asia had this background of land hunger. 

Under these circumstances land reform is not 
a socialistic scheme but a means of modernizing 
a feudal agrarian economy. Private ewnership 
should be extended to give farmers a stake in 
democracy. The Hardie report may make diffi-

If he were by law to become a non- 
voting Senator at noon on Jan. 20, 1953, 
the President could inform and enliven 
that debate by official prerogative, and 
with verbal exchanges on the spot. that 
in retirement and outside Congress are un- 
attainable.

Taft Resents Brownell. 


We must go back to the Taft 
statement about the Durkin 
choice, which he used skillfully 
to alert his own forces about a 
maneuver that was becoming very 
clear here. 

Dewey 
was moving in swiftly to seek 
dominant influence in the Eisen- 
hower Administration through his 
Man Friday of many years, Her- 
bert Brownell, who had been 
designated as Attorney General 
and patronage boss-in-chief of the 
new Administration. 

Senator Taft singled out Her- 
bert B ell by name as the 
culprit in the Durkin episode, and 
immediately the Taft forces be- 
gan to spread the word that Tom 
Dewey was planning to “take 
over,” as they put it bluntly. 


Senators Reassured. 


That grumble grew into the 
public outcry of the last few 
days from various Senators, some 
anonymously, that they were not 
being consulted in appointments 
from their states, which is really 
a heinous crime against a Sena- 
tor. They blamed Tom Dewey 
and his crowd. 

Two Senators closely identified 
with Gen, Eisenhower's nomina- 
tion and campaign, Frank Carlson 
of Kansas and H. Alexander 
Smith of New Jersey, took upon | 
themselves the task of concilia- 
tors. They talked first to Sena- 
tor Taft and then went to New 
York and talked to the President- 
elect, : 

Afterward they gave assurances 
that Senators would be consulted 
on appointments from their states 
and, as an added gesture, en-

Such subservience clearly is not 
Senator Taft’s idea of the role, 
nor would it be in character.

Congress vs. President. 


In that position he believes he 
can use his knowledge and prac- 
tical experience in legislating, his 
known power in Congress, and his 
persuasive powers, which are con- 
siderable, to shape policy at the 
outset, instead of merely carry- 
ing out orders, 

That was the role of floor lead- 
ers during the Republican regime 
from 1920 to 1932 when Congress 
occupied a more dominant place 
in government. The party floor 
leaders. shared in legislative pol- 
icy-making, in short. That cer- 
tainly is Senator, Taft’s objective. 

If he realizes it, then that 
would mean a resurgence of Con- 
gress, with diminution of the 
power of the President. That re- 
lationship usually is described as 
“co-operation between the Execu- 
tive and Congress,” which sounds 


well enough but often is found in-, 


adequate in times of crisis such 
as these which require strong 
leadership in the White House. 
That is the real essence of the 
Eisenhower-Taft problem, and it 
may become the rock on which the 
partnership. will founder ulti- 
mately, unless, that is, we come to 
calmer times such as we have not 
seen since the ’20s when Republi- 
cans last governed.

' The day the court gave its de- 
cision, Crawford said the key en- 
forcement provisions of the law, 
designed to protect consumers 
from harmful foods or drugs, had 
been knocked out. 

Court’s Observations. 


-The court denounced “vague 
ahd fluid” wording of some crim- 
inal Jaws which entrap unwitting 
offenders. It said that not even 
the Government’s argument that a 
factory inspection has become the 
primary investigative device for 
enforcement of the Food and Drug 
Act enabled the court “to make 
sense out of the statute.” 

The case involved Ira D. Cardiff, 
president of a Yakima county 
(Wash.) firm which processes ap- 
ples for- shipment in interstate 
commerce. Cardiff refused to ad- 
mit inspectors to his plant on 
March 31, 1950. He was fined 
$800 in United States district 
court in Spokane, Wash., but the 
United States circuit court in San 
Francisco later ordered him ae- 
quitted.

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WAR S DEE TEST 
RUN KOREAN SAYS 


Reporter Visiting Here Thinks 
Conflict Will Determine 
Future of World Group.

South Koreans feel that the 
present conflict in their land will 
determine for all human beings 
whether the world’s dream of 
peace can ever be realized, Kuan 
Chyun, Korean newspaperman, 
said here yesterday. 

Chyun, who covered his coun- 
try’s National Assembly for the 
Korean News. Agency for three 
years before being chosen for 
graduate study in journalism at 
the University of Minnesota, 
visited St. Louis newspapers 
while en route to the University 
of Missouri School of Journalism 
at Columbia. 

“In my home town of Seoul,” 
he said, “there is a deep knowl- 
edge of the significance of the 
war. This is no mere civil war, 
of course, but a conflict on which 
the very life and future effective- 
ness of the United Nations de- 
pend. To all the peoples of the 
world the U.N. is the symbol of 
the last hope for peace. 

“This is the first and crucial 
test—the first dispatching of a 
U.N. army. If it should be al- 
lowed to fail, what would be left? 
“South Koreans have tremen- 
dous respect for the bravery of 
American soldiers, but our own 
sacrifices are greater than Ameri-| 
cans in the States perhaps realize. 
In comparison with American 
forces, our Arm has suffered 50 
per cent more losses through 
death on the battlefield, 40 per 
cent more wounded and 400 per 
cent more missing. We cover 50 
per cent more of the front.” 
Among Scuth Korean soldiers 
killed was Chyun’s own brother. 
His sister was killed by bombs. 
Communists fleeing northward 
stripped his parents of all their 
worldly goods. 

There is no doubt, he said, of 
the authenticity of reports of 
Communists’ execution of rela- 
tives of North Korean army de- 
serters. 

Korea feels that, in terms of 
U.N. objectives of justice and fair- 
ness, a U.N. military victory would 
be meaningless, Chyun said, un- 
less it is accompanied by unifi- 
cation #nd economic reccnstruc- 
tion of the land on which the fight 
for world peace is being fought. 
Chyun, 27 years :ld, has been 
in the United States since Octo- 
ber. His projected six months of 
study in this country is financed 
by the United Nations Education- 
al, Cultural and Scientific Organ- 
ization. He is a graduate of the 
University of Seoul, where he ma- 
jored in history.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
19 (AP)—Forty-eight non-Soviet 
members of the United Nations 
threw their moral weight today 
behind a move to force conclu- 
sion of an independence treaty 
for Austria. , 

Voting in the 60-nation Politi- 
cal Committee, they called on 
Britain, France, the United States 
and Russia to reach agreement 
on a treaty which would with- 
draw occupation troops from Aus- 
tria and leave it to work out its 
own destiny. 

Delegates of Russia and its 
four satellites sat stonily in the 
committee room and refused to 
take any part—even to vote no. 

The vote was 48 to 0 with 2 ab- 
stentions. The Soviet bloc mem- 
bers announced on the roll call 
that they were “not participating.” 
Pakistan and Afghanistan were the 
abstainers. The resolution goes be- 
fore the General Assembly for 
final approval tomorrow. 

Motion on Morocco, 

The full Assembly was sceduled 
this afternoon to consider a reso- 
lution appealing to France and its 
North African protectorate of 
Morocco to “continue negotiations 
on ar urgent basis toward develop- 
ing the free political institutions 
of the people of Morocco.” 

The Political Committee adopted 
that mild phrasing in preference 
to an Arab-Asian resolution urg- 
ing negotiations toward “self-gov- 
ernment” for the Moroccans. 

The full Assembly yesterday re- 
jected an American-backed appeal 
for direct Arab-Jewish talks on a 
final peace in Palestine. The ap- 
peal was defeated by the Arabs 
and their Asian friends with the 
sudden help of the Soviet bloc, 
which is trying to woo those na- 
tions away from the West. 

Arab Objections. 

The proposal for direct talks 
was rejected after a fiery debate 
by a vote of 24 in favor, 21 
against and 15 abstentions. It 
was a defeat because a two-thirds 
majority is required. 

It was the first time since the 
Palestine issue first was raised 
in the U.N. in 1947 that the As- 
sembly has failed to take some 
action on it. The Arabs objected 
to the resolution because they 
said it failed to reaffirm previous 
U.N. resolutions on Israeli fron- 
tiers, the right of some 900,000 
Arab refugees to return to their 
homes an@ internationalization of 
Jerusalem. 

With the rejection of the ap- 
peal, informed sources said Israel 
was preparing to withdraw an- 
other Palestine item accusing the 
Arabs of border violations and 
increasing tension on its frontiers. 
This was scheduled to be aired in 
the Political Committee No. 2. 

The Assembly also voted yes- 
terday, over Soviet bloc objec- 
tions, to discuss Secretary General 
Trygve Lie’s request for advice 
on what to do with American em- 
ployes in the U.N. who have been 
accused by the United States of 
subversion. That debate will come 
up when the Assembly session re- 
convenes, not later than Feb. 24. 

The Assembly also agreed to 
study a possible change of the 
opening date ‘for future sessions 
so that the organization’s work 
will not be hampered—as it was 
during this session—by United 
States presidential elections.

We have 
shown our confidence in the Japa- 
nese people. 

Another step in carrying out 
our policy for peace was taken 
when we joined with other free 
countries in the Pacific area in 
a series of security arrangements, 

This whole policy of ours met 
its greatest test when the Com- 
munists attacked the Republic 
of Korea. That was the great 
challenge—that was the crisis 
that decided whether we meant 
what we said, whether we were 
really determined to support 
the United Nations and the con- 
cept of international law and 
order. 

I believe the Communists were 
bent on testing the authority of 
the United Nations and the 
strength of the free countries, by 
force, sooner or later, If the test 
had not come in Korea, it would 
have come somewhere else. But it 
came in Korea, and that was 
where we had to meet it and 
stop it. , 

The Communist aim was to 
bring South Korea under Commu- 
nist domination, to demoralize the 
resistance of the free nations 
to Communism, and to prepare 
the way for attacks elsewhere. 
And the Communists have failed 
to achieve this end. But our aim, 
which was to repel the attack, to 
support the charter of the United 
Nations, and to prevent the piece- 
meal conquest of other free na- 
tions—this aim has been achieved. 

This conflict has taken tragic 
sacrifices. It has caused impa- 
tience, and disagreements among 
us. But in spite of this, we have 
stood firm. 

By every possible means we 
have been trying to restore peace 
and security in Korea. The Com- 
munists have refused the oppor- 
tunity we offered for an honor- 
able end to the fighting. The re- 
sult is a terrible and a serious 
problem. But while we deal with 
this problem, let us not lose sight 
of how much we have already 
accomplished by fighting in 
Korea. 

If the attack had been allowed 
to succeed, the United Nations 
would have been shattered, and 
all our hopes of building up a 
collective security system for the 
free nations would have been de- 
stroyed. If we had failed to meet 
the test there, the free world 
today might well be in retreat be- 
fore Communism on a dozen other 
fronts. 

The foreign policy we have 


- developed in these last seven 


years is not a negative one. It 
is not simply a design to resist 
Communism. It is much more. 
It is a program of going for- 
ward, overcoming want and pov- 
erty, and enlarging. freedom. 
Behind the shield of defensive 
alliances and military strength, 
it is our purpose to help people 
to improve their conditions of 
life—to create a world in which 
democracy and freedom can 
flourish. This is a part of our 
total policy which is uppermost 
in my concern. It is affirmative, 
creative and constructive. 

Through the Point IV program, 
through measures of economic de- 
velopment, we are moving to 
bring modern technological prog- 
ress into the reach of other peo- 
ples, so that they can help them- 
selves to raise their standard of 
living. 

This kind of activity comes 
naturally to us. It is close to the 
helping-hand tradition of the 
American frontier. But today it 
has a new significance. For the 
majority of the people of the 
world live in what are called “un- 
der-developed areas.” These peo- 
ple are determined to conquer 
poverty and disease and misery. 
We can show them how to do it. 
With patience and understanding, 
we can help them adapt the meth- 
ods of modern science to their 
own needs. 

Our programs of technical co- 
operation, our information pro- 
grams, our exchanges of books 
and people, all are intended to 
broaden the horizons of freedom 
and progress in the world. Fur- 
thermore, they are a vital weapon 
against Communist imperialism. 
They show that the genuine road 
to progress is the way of freedom. 
They show that the deeds of free 
men are better than the false 
promises of Communism. 

In carrying out all these steps 
I have been describing we have 
experienced both successes and 
failures. In this great world strug- 
gle there have been some burdens 
we could not undertake because 
our resources were not unlimited. 

China was one of those. With all 
our material help, and it was very 
large, the gevernment of China 
was not able to save itself. 

Let no one think that this Ad- 
ministration under-estimates the 
effects of the Communist victory 
in China. We know that the cap- 
ture of ghe great Chinese people 
by a clique of ruthless Communist 
fanatics was a tragic loss to the 
cause of peace and progress in 
Asia and elsewhere. We hope it 
will not be an irrevocable loss.

SHARP DECLINE IN FRAUD 
IN PAYMENTS TO JOBLESS 


Discovered fraud in state un- 
employment insurance payments 
has declined from more than 2 per 
cent of total claims paid to less 
than one-half of one per cent 
since 1949, it was announced yes- 
terday by. Director Charles A.

When emphasis was placed on 
prosecution of “chiselers” in 1949, 
frauds amounted to $575,960, he 
said.
